The  year  was  notable  as  bDoing  an  opidemic  period  of  Measles^ 
notifications  of  this  infection  totalled  530  and  the  ages  of  the 
patients  ranged  from  a few  weeks  to  58  years* 


■The  incidence  of  liVhooping  Cough  was  practically  tho  .same  as 
the  proceeding  year. 

Two  casco  of  Diphtheria  v.'cro  notified,  one  an  adult  and  tho 
othor  a child  of  14  v;ho  had  boon  iixnunisod  fivo  years  previously* 

In  neither  case  v\ras  the  infection  sorious  and  both  rocovorod. 

There  were  seven  cases  of  Dysentery  notified,  all  except  one 
occurring  in  a Mental  Hospital,

Ic  The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  maintained  its  standards  of 
quality  and  quantity, 

2,  Of  the  66  parishes  in  the  District  tvro  are  uninhabited,  and  of 
the  remainder;  30  receive  a piped  water  supply* 

3,  In  general  the  water  of  this  area  shows  a fairly  hi^  degree  of 
hardness  and  their  is  no  evidence  of  Plumbo solvent  action, 

4,  ITo  evidence  v/as  found  of  cont airilnation'  of  the  piped  water  supply. 

In  the  ca^  of  v/ell  water  or  water  from  private  boros  36 
specimer^^aken  for  investigation,  17  v;ore  found  to  be  satisfactory 
and  the  reminder  unsatisfactory.  In  cases  when  the  quality 

of  v;ater  is  suspect  warnings  are  issued  as  to  the  dangers 
associated  with  the  use  of  impure  water  and  advice  on  household 
st^ilisatlon  is  given!  in  addition  the  landlord  is  required 
to  cloanse  the  well  a In  all  casos  v;hon  a piped  supply  is 
within  reach  an  offer  is  made  to  connect  v/ith  the  Councils  mains, 
according  to  the  Bye  lav/s  , ' '
